The firſt wiſhed to be beſtroped with fire, if 
it were not true: The ſecond wiſhed to ber 
conſumed with es moſt grenous ſickeneſſe: 

Narciſſus 
rerteiuing their deſperate intent vnto miſ⸗ 
chiefc , and his weakeneſle not able to reſiſt 
thꝛer ſuch aducrſaries , remoued himſelfe to 
the ſolifary Wildernefſe, there to lead a 
pꝛiuat and ſolitary life: in the mcane time, 
vnto them which lo willingly and wickedly 
fo2ſware themſelues , this happened.

Another example no leſſe memoꝛable, 
happened not lang agoe in a Princes Court

be began to pꝛoteſt and ſweare : adding

that after he had toꝛmented and beaten 


himlelfe againſt the ground, where he lap 
foming at the mouth like one halle dead, he 
was carried to a Chamber, and there conti⸗ 
nued very icke, being tuſtly puniſhed 
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for his rachucſle and impious impꝛetation 

In Sileſia happened iwo memorable.

Ve hauing fini⸗ 
ſhed his Sermon willed that cucrybody 
ſhould voide the houſe. It was no ſooner 
conunanded then per foꝛmod: but with halt

Certaine dates after al thoſe gueſfs vas 
niſhed away, and the Gentleman beceme - 
wiſer and a better Chziſtian, £ returned to 
his houſe.
